OTTAWA, June 15.—The Canada- 
‘West Indies Conference will probably 
close within the next day or two. 
This afternoon, thé delegates met! 
again to consider the attitude of the 
Canadikn Government on the tenta- 
tive’ agrebments adopted last week, 
and any amendments suggested, . 

The agreements are three in num- 
ber, One deals with tariff preférence, 
the. other two. with steamship com- 
munications, There is also ‘a’ resolu- 
tion on the subject of cable commu- 
nications, 

The tariff agreement, it is under- 
stood, provides for thrée scales of 
preference, ranging from a moderate 
reguction on certain articles to a free 
list for others. In the free lst are 
included a number of Canadian and 
West Indian foodstuffs. It is probable 
that ‘a. substantial preference ‘will be 
given to West Indian sugar, especially 
in order to Kewer prices in Canada, 

As a result of the visit paid to 
Western Ontario by ‘the West Iidian 
délégates: during. the week, artange- 
ments are being made for a: tour of 
the West. Indies by-a number of To- 
ronto-and Hamilton: business men in 
the rated part of next year.
